Damage to property and 


fruit-trees was left today in 
the trail of. a severe thunder 
storm, accompanied by hail 
and high wind, which last 
night centered about Jfort 
Worth and nearby towns in

North Texas, causing a loss 
'' 
estimated at $100,000 in Fort Worth 
alone. 
•The storm began its course some- 
where south of Wichita Falls, caus- 
ing a heavy downpour of rain .at 
Decatur, in Wise county, increas- 
ing in intensity until it reached Ft. 
Worth, where it spent 
its furry. 
Dallas was visited by a light thun- 
der shower. Commerce, in 
Hunt 
county, received a heavy rain ear- 
lier in the evening.' 
Interurban 
communication be- 


tween the two cities was interrupt- 
ed for several hours when trolley 
lines were blown down. The wind 
in Fort Worth demolished small 
buildings in the eastern part of the 
city and damaged houses and pow- 


\ er lines, and it was followed 
by 
large hailstones 
which 
stripped 
trees of leaves and fruit. Chairs and 
porch- swings were sent hurtling 
across streets. 
Street car service in Ft. Worth 


was Interrupted, power lines were 
blown down and 
left writhing in 
the streets, and the electrical storm 
which succeeded the first 
wind 
gusts left the city in darkness. 


Lightning striking a radio aerial 
during the storm in Dallas was be- 
lieved to have caused a fire which 
did $3000 damage 
to a residence, 
but no other loss was reported in 
Dallas. 


Air Traffic Endangered. 
Doors were ripped off hangars at

airport in Fort 
Worth, and a plane was damaged. 
The field also was thrown into 
darkness with several planes sched- 
uled to arrive. A plane piloted by 
Jess Brlstow was forced down at 
Blrdville, near Fort Worth, land- 
ing in a cow pasture.

Sayers summarized details in an

for robbery of the Krum bank five 
years ago. All other cases against 
Story were to be dismissed in con- 


sideration of his withdrawal of an 
appeal and'his serving the five year 
prison term.

She said she rushed from the 
house and went to a neighbor 
for help and when she returned 
Hargett was found dead with a 
bullet wound in the head. No hope 
w£s held fo^ Mrs. Hargett's re- 
covery.

negotiations. 


Announcement to this effect was 


made 
at a twenty-four 
minute 
plenary session of the conference 
in Queen Annes' drawing room in 
old St. James' palace this noon, 
Prime Minister MacDonald officia- 
ting as general chairman 
of the 


conference. 
His announcement was the prin- 
cipal development In the whirlwind 
session, the first complete meeting 
ofjthe conference since February 
11. It originally was planned to try 
'to get the treaty drawn up so that 
it could be signed'next Thursday, 
'but the prime minister announced 
that this was impossible of achieve- 
ment. As it is it will be a race 
against time for the drafters to 
get the document ready 
for 
the 


meeting Tuesday, so 
that 
the 
. Americans may catch 
the Levia- 
1 than immediately afterwards 
for 


New York and home. 


The treaty to be signed will be 
a three-power agreement between 
Japan, America and Great Britain 
covering limitation and reduction 
of naval craft, and agreement be- 
tween the five powers, France and 
Italy included, on such points as 
humanization of submarines 
and 


capital ship 
holiday. Important 
French-Italian limitation differenc- 
es are left unsettled subject 
to 
subsequent negotiations, and there 
will be a clause allowing any of 
the three powers signing the limi- 
tation section to depart from its 
terms if the building of a non-sig 
natory nation endangers it. 
Session Monday short. 


Todays plenary session lasted 24 
minutes, and was merely for the 
purpose of getting final formal ap- 
proval of committee reports, which 
constitute the raw material for the 
treaty itself.

Some of the 
questions 


asked by 
the enumerator 


may seem impertinent, but 
every one of them has a pro- 
per object in view and all of 
them are distinctly imper- 
sonal, in the sense that the 
government seeks to get in- 
dividual records only for the 
purpose of compiling mass 
records. Therefore, inquiries 
as to the age, marital status, 
home 
ownership, employ- 


ment condition and so on of 
the resident should be frank- 
ly and fully answered, even 
though if asked by an unof- 
ficial inquisitor they might 
be strongly resented. For 
the replies are a matter of 
confidence between the in- 
dividual 
and the govern- 


ment, and the enumerator is 
hound by law under a seal 
of secrecy. 


On the subject of unem- 


ployment it is particularly 
important toi get complete 
and. 
authentic information, 


no reliable data having ever 
been collected on a nation- 
wide scale, and under this 
head those who are custo- 
marily, but not at present, 
at work, will be asked spe- 
cial 
questions which may 


serve as a guide to future 
governmental or social meas- 
ures. 


RUSSIAN~COTTON. 


To those 
farmers 
who 


have not reduced their cot- 
ton acreage the 
following 


news item of recent date 
should be of considerable 
interest : 


"Cotton grown in Russian 


Turkestan was received at 
Hamburg recently. * * * Ac- 
cording to the report, the 
cotton was 
forwarded by 


rail to Murmansk and from 
there by boat to Hamburg. 
It was found upon examina- 
tion that the fibers were of 
very high quality and that 
the bales, while of varying 
shapes and sizes were well 
and cleanly packed." 


It will also be remember- 


ed that Victor Schoffelmay- 
er, farm editor of the Dallas 
News, in an address here be- 
fore 
the Navarro County 


Bankers Association largely 
attended by farmers of the 
county, warned against the 
advent 
of Russian cotton 


when he made an appeal for 
reduction of cotton acreage. 


And in the face of all the 


warnings 
indications 
are 


that the acreage will be cut 
very little. 
In fact reports 


from over Navarro county 
point to a reduction of not 
over three percent. 
The 


bankers recom.mended a fif- 
teen per cent cut. Many ex- 
pressed the opinion that a 
twenty-five per 
cent 
cut 


would be more in line. 


Practically all of the large 


land owners in N a v a r r o 
county 
are 
said to have 


made drastic reductions in 
cotton acreage but the farm- 
er working on a small scale 
is reported to have made no 
cut and 
in some instances 


have increased.

warnings it looks like it will 
take a six cent crop to make 
many of us realize cotton 
raising 
is a business and 


must 
be conducted along 


business lines. When there 
is an overproduction causing 
a slump in price the produc-

Tremendous 
increase in 


the country's electrical pow- 
er output in late years, has 
been accompanied, as shown 
by geological survey report, 
by corresponding increase 
in efficiency and economy of 
production. 
Public utility 


power plants^generated last 
year 97,294,000,000 kilowatt 
hours of electricity—a leap 
of 11 per cent over 1928 out- 
put. It took seven 
years, 


from 1922 to 1929, for pop- 
ulation to register the same 
percentage 
of growth. In 


that seven-year period pow- 
er plant c a p a c i t y has 
doubled! 


Aside from economies ef- 


fected by increasing the size 
of plants and their mechani- 
cal efficiency in general, the 
steam installations have been 
developed to get a greater 
proportion of the latent en- 
ergy out of the 
fuel 
they 


consume. In 1922 it took 2.5 
pounds of coal to produce a 
kilowatt hour of electricity. 
Last year it took 1.7 pounds. 
On the 1922 basis of coal 
consumption and the 1929 
basis of power production 
from fuel plants this repre- 
sented a saving of 23,000,- 
000 tons of coal. 


The past year witnessed 


an 18 per cent increase in the 
o u t p u t 
of 
fuel-burning 


plants, as against a decrease 
of one-half of one per cent 
in water power production, 
due to abnormally low pre- 
cipitation 
and consequent 


diminution in stream flow in 
many parts of the country. 
This added burden on fuel 
plants did not diminish their 
progress in increasing 
fuel 


economy, but, on the contra- 
ry, was accompanied by a re- 
duction in the coal bill, mea- 
sured by consumption per 
unit of power output, of $9,- 
300,000 as compared with 
the year before. 


More power, c h e a p e r 


power. What is to be done 
ffith the increased revenues? 
The producers are entitled 
;o fair rewards for their en- 
;erprise in cutting costs and 
enlarging the market. 
But 


there must be something left 
over for the consumer, who, 
after all, by his growing use 
of electrical 
energy, is an 


mportant factor in lowering 
distribution costs. The pub- 
lic will enthuse over what 
Is going 
on 
in the power 


world only in the proportion 
as it shall be given its share 
of the proceeds of progress.

NINETEEN SHIPS IN 
COMBAT FORMATION 


GO 30,000 FEET UP 


MATHER FIELD, SAC- 


RAMENTO, April 12.—W 
—The United States army 
air corps set a new world's 
record for altitude combat 
formation flying today when 
nineteen planes of the 95th 
pursuit squadron reached a 
height estimated at 30,000 feet. The 
previous record was 17,000 feet. 


The 19 pursuit ships were in the 
air two hours, landing at 11 a. m., 
after attaining, while flying in for- 
mation, an altitude greater than 
any gained for that type of plane 
heretofore, army officers said. 
THe squadron was led by Captain 
H. M. Elmendorf, woh reported on 
landing that his altimeter read 33,- 
000 feet. 
The altimeters of the 
other ships varied from 26,000 to 
40,000 feet. 


Unofficial estimates of army of- 


ficials were that the planes easily 
attained the height of 30,000 feet. 
Capt. Elmendorf told his super- 
ior officers that when he reached 
the 33,000 foot level, the tube lead- 
ing from th oxygen tank supplying

four miles to keep from ''passing 
out."
